Now ho coidd not re- 
turn ' one unless the Land League ap- 
proved, and his jiroperty has probably 
depieciated 25 per cent, in value. Still, 
moat people will bo dispo.sed tu think that 
on his golden weddint: day lii.s Grace 
has iiuich to bo thankful for. It is fair 
to add that he ranks among tho best land-

The HaadvjTltln? of Famows Men. 

Somotinios half-a-dozen .engravers are 
engaged in reiidorihit;o^: artist's drawing 
of a single subject, wbichj -when - finished, 
presents to the Mni)ractisod eye one uni- 
form -otyle. Nevertheless, a practised eye 
can discover where each individual en- 
graver's work leaves oil' and wheiu that 
of every one of tho rest begins. In hand- 
writing, as in other arts .and in literature, 
"the'style is the. inan»" . Fur all that ,the 
evidence of handwriting, as of style gen- 
erally, is not to bo relied on when men's 
lives and liberty are at stake. Still Ic.is 
can character be judged from luuidwrit- 
jug. Brave men may perpetrate a timid 
■crawl, generous and higli minded men 
may write a mean hand, and cowards 
produce a bold and flowing script. Per- 
son, the great Greek scholar, among the 
untidicat of students, wi'ote neatly and 
elegantly. Cromwell's writing, I hough 
largo, is shaky. Shakespeare's siynaturp 
is not particularly clear. Napoleon Bona- 
parte wrote illegibly, it is said purposely, 
to hido his bad spelling. . Tho^ haiidwrit; 
ing of the tortuos-minded-'Charles I. is nn 
cloar and striking as tliat'of. 'rb6mil.i Car- 
lyle is crabbed and indistiii. l. On llie 
other liund Queen Eliz.ibolh s writiiii; ia 
magnificent. . Edgar Allen Poe \vi\)te 
beadtifully^-andiwith scarcely an erasure; 
wliereas the manuscripts of Charles Dick- 
ens, to bo seen in the Foster collection at 
South Kensington, are rugged and full of 
alterations and emendations, many men 
write liirgo or small, in characters bold- 
ly or weakly formed, according to thinr 
humor of tho moment. Again, handwrit- 
ing dei)end3 for itststylo'-on the schoid in 
wliich it is taught'^ and "the purpose to 
which it is applied. Tho manuscript of 
Byron, of Thomas Campbell, and of 
Tliaokeray, may be called the literary 
hand. It ia uniform, in color, small, and 
fairly legible, but without a superabun- 
dant curve or iSourisb. Tho great mass 
of "copy" which passes through the 
bunds of a 'inodorii prihtof 'is' mf>ro or loss 
of tho same character. A' connnerciid 
hand, as it is called, is sonu-.tliiii^ i[uitc 
ditferciit. Given an envelope addre.sacd 
by a city clerk, and onV frpni. the hand 
of a University profe^i^b'rj ij^d,;''it is well- 
nigh <;ortoin-that, tijo fp^n^^vill bo more 
distinguished for elegance and cle u ne.ss 
tlian the latter. Again, the writing of 
the rustic and uncultured cla.^s is sO much 
alike ua to diflerentiation . All this tcoe.i 
to prove that the evidence of experts 
must be talun^with- the proverbial grain

(liridlcy llcraid.) 

For nearly-fifteon^ years past a colony 
{ofsbeop hajre^liU/l Choib; ((tiartetiiiii'a. largo 
"cave sftiiated oh the-'highost^bUiffVif the 
Buttes. 'iliey have occupied tho place so 
long that the rock ia gorierally known a.'i 
Iho "Beo Bock." It is located about a 
half inito nortlnrcat of South Butte, and 
stands alonu at tho head of an oxtenBive. 
and pictMro^qiio glen.- The rock is about 
COxlOO'fbeE at 'iho 'has'o,' and is from one 
to six feet ; wido on top. To reach the 
top from three aides ic ia necessary to 
climb a perpendicular wall from 150 to 
200 foot in height. The top is iiccessiblo 
at^only.phe poiiit, and there by crawling 
thfougK'a crevice barely wide enough for 
a inati to' pass. Tiion a bridge twouly 
feet long and btio foot wide has to bo 
crossed. It is about 40O feet from the 
bridge to the ground beneath. On the 
IGth of last nmnUi a party of men living 
in tho noighborliood of I'onnington went 
to the plsico, determined to rob tho mam- 
moth hive.

Frozen Salmon. 

A London exchange snys: The seeond 
year's cargo of frozen salmon from Unga- 
va, brought by tho Hudson Bay Com- 
pany's steamer Diana, has proved in ev- 
ery respect sati.ifactory. A correspond- 
ent who boarded tho vessel when she ar- 
rived at Plymouth, remarks that he wit- 
iipssed " as pretty, as arciicflike a.' spec- 
tacle .is can possibly bo imsginod. ■. ;Froin 
one side of the vessel to the other were 
rangeil in row», large rough crates con- 
taining the saliuiiii. The refrigerating 
chain ijur, of course, gave forth a percept- 
ible odor of tisli. This was, however, not 
at all .18 powerful as I had anticijiated. 
Assisted by Mr. Frasor (engineer) 1 care- 
f uljy ,: inspected tho salmon. '^Suph fiie 
speoiiTiens of this deitcription of fish I hld^ 
mJver before seen. ' ' Wliat was their 
average weight V ' Their average weight 
was from sixteen to thirty pounds,' .So 
saitl Capt. I'ichofl, and the saIuiou wore 
assuredly al! that was said in reference to 
them. Naturally, I could not look upon 
tho tisli in their frozen condition — they 
seemed withal, as if they had been caught 
but tho previous day — without tnking up 
Olio or two to prRctie;il!y demonstrate 
their weight and hardiioHS. Mr. Kniser 
kindly, but with great dillicully, drew 
forth tt salmon— literally » monster. He 
directed attention to its splendidly fiesli 
appearance, its gills oapecally. ' W'liy,' 
said he, " the fish, if alluwed to thaw 
sufticieiitly, would when cut open, bleed 
as profusely and as naturally as if just 
caught.' Tho iusertion of a knife in ihe 
anlmon at that moment would however 
have^peo.y4d:aim'Vtter of impossibility, in- 
asmuch as thu specimen which was hold 
up aa illustrating tho condition of all, 
seemed as hard as iron itself." Tlio voy- 
age home of the Diana sv.ia exceedingly 
pleasant. Not a pound of coal had been 
spent ill steaming on the way. The 
steamer had sailed splendidly, favored. by 
a fair wind, going from the Labrador 
coast to the Scilly islands in eighteen 
days. By thi.s iiieatis much fuel was 
saved. The fish on board comprised 
•liiOO einiaj to 25 tons. This we under- 
h(:iiu1 wi!! pay liandaomoly. Speaking 
I'l'.ioi pui'sonal experience, our correspond- 
ent roniarka that,- bo far as exoelloiico in

Genpral of India, has lately devoted mucli 
care to the investigation of 'a remarkable 
anomaly apparent on the conclusion of 
tho spirit-leveling operations executed in 
connection with tho Indian tidal observa- 
tions, and carried across the peninsula 
from Bombay to Madras. This consisted 
in the ileductioiv that the mean sea-level 
is about" three feet higher at ISIadras than 
at Bombay. That there aro vil)r.itiona in 
the general lovel of tho ocoan-surfaco at 
dill'eroiit places when referred, atiy, to tho 
earth's centre, i.s poasilde eivough when 
the attraelive iidluencea of mountains are 
taken into consideration. But the Sur- 
veyor-General points out that- they would 
not bo appreciable because they could not 
be ine;is;iretl by in.strumental miMua, as 
the eauae.H by which they are produced 
must equally cH'oct both the spirit-levels 
of the instruments aiul the water-levels of 
the ocean, when both arc subject alike to 
tho saiue.inlluonces. After patient iii- 
vestigntiun, Qonerai Walker cornea to thu 
conclusion that the cause is to be found 
in an accumuhition of minute errors in the 
leveling operations, duo to tho fact tliat 
when the general direction of tho linos of 
levels is tow.irtl the sun or opposite to it 
the observer guts a side view of the bubble 
refnicted obliquuty through tho thickness 
(if the glsBB tube, and is thus inalined tq^ 
regard the outer edge of the rim of the 
bubble at the end nearer tho light and 
tlio inner edge of the rimattho other end 
for the iMibble itself. Conaequently there 
is a tendency to aa.stimo the instrument to 
btj level when in reality the end towards 
the light is depressed. This personal error 
in leveling during tliu hours of sunrise 
and midday (the working hours in India) 
would prodnco a niaxiniiim effect on lines 
running southeast and northwest, tho re- 
sult being to niako tho southern stations 
appear the higher. Now this has boon 
found to occur in u greator or lesa degree 
in all tho linos coiinocting tidal stations, 
and all the discrepancies agree in raising 
the Houtliorn points relatively to tho 
northern. Tho conclusion that tho dif- 
ference in height between Madras and 
Bombay is duo to thia cause is clinched 
by the fact ttiat a, single error of the kir.d 
described, wh«n measured and multiplied 
by the numbor of stations at which it 
would occur between Madras and Bom- 
bay (wliicti nieridionally are 400 miles 
aiiart), would proiluco about throe foot, 
the very discrepancy in question. — Pro- 
ccfdituj.i of the Royul Gcugraphical Soculy. 



Camels live from forty to fifty years; 
horses average from twenty-five to thirty; 
oxen, about twenty; sheop, eight or nine; 
and dogs, twelve to fourteen. Ooncurii- 
iiig tho ages attained by non-domosticnted 
iiiiimals, only a few isolated facta are 
known. Tho East Indiana believe tliat 
tho life period of. the elephant is about 
300 years, instances being recorded of 
tl.eao animals having liyod 130 years in 
confineniont after capture at an unknown 
ago. Whales ai'c estimntod to roach tho 
age of 400 years. Some reptiles aro very 
long lived, an instance being furnished by 
a tortoise which was confined in lG3;i, 
and existed until 17511, when he perialied 
by accident. Birds sometimes reach a 
great ago, tho eagle and tho swan having 
been known to live 100 years. Tliu lung- 
ovity of fislioB is often remarkable. Tlu' 
carp has been known to live COOyear,^; 
common rivor trout, years; and the 
pike, 90 3'eara; while (iesiier, a Swiss di\- 
ituralist, relates that a pike caught in 
1407 bore a ring recording the capture of 
the same fish 207 years before. Inseeis 
are very aliort lived, usually eniniilel iiig 
tho term of their exi.itenci) in a few weeKs 
or months. Some even perish within a 
few hours after emorging from a gnib 
state, and die on the very day of onterin;
